Harold lek es. Secre­

p artner of Richberg. 
/ They had built up a 
thriving 
practice when suddenly Richberg 
threw dpwn his book s,' lock ed his 
desk , and wgnt out to sta rt a cru­ 
sade against Sam Insull, Chicago 
politicians ai..d the 
big 
business 
lenders who controlled them. 
/■ And he was at PI 
a 
crusading 
lawyer—as chief attorney for the 
Railroad Brotherhoods—when he 
came to W ashington. 
No wonder that cold shivers ran 
down the spinal columns of busi­ 
ness!

Richberg is one of

He is as 
quick as lightning. 
He has a p ro­ 
found 
back ground.

No m atter how much you may dis­ 
agree with 
Richberg, you 
can’t

But 
perhaps 
more

Other balances on hand include

Relief bills unpaid include $268.- 
40 for rent, food and coal; $171.60 
for physicians, $24 for ambulance 
and $180 for burials.

made by American w arships and 
naval planes in the desolate w aters 
of the mid-Paciflc for the missing 
A ustralian 
flyer, 
Lt. T. P. Ulm, 
and his two companions, was re­ 
ceived at the navy dep artm ent to­ 
day from Rear Admiral H arry E. 
Yamell, commandant of the 14th 
naval district at 
Pearl 
Harbor, 
Hawaii. 
Admiral Yamell said 25 naval 
vessels, assisted by planes, 
had 
searched the 
w aters 
northeast­ 
w ard of the Hawaiian Islands con­ 
tinuously 
throughout 
yesterday. 
The vessels and planes went out as 
far as 30<j miles from the islands 
and searched over a radius of 200 
miles from the islands 
of 
Kaui 
and Maui. 
Neither the ¡powerful telescopes 
in the hands of the k een-sighted 
seamen in the crow’s nests of the 
warships nor the observers in the 
naval planes found any 
sight 
of 
the missing flyers, Admiral Yar- 
nell said. 
However, the navy, he added, Is 
continuing the search. 
Twenty fast naval planes were
